REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-73, 86-90, 92-96, 99, and 104-108 are pending in this application, 
Claims 74-85 having been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. No new matter has been 
added. 

In the outstanding Office Action, Claims 74-85 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
as anticipated by Tanaka (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0108043). However, Claims 1, 
2, 5-73, 86-90, 92-96, 99, and 104-108 were indicated as allowed. 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter. 
In light of this indication, and in order to expedite issuance of a patent from the present 
application, Applicants have canceled Claims 74-85 rendering the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) moot. Accordingly, only claims including allowable subject matter remain pending, 
and no further issues are believed to be outstanding.
